Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 8 and 13-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art does not teach or reasonably suggest a constriction or a bulbous chamber at 
the end of a first hollow member that is inserted in second hollow member. The closest 
prior art, US 6,148,826, uses constriction on a hollow member for a smokeless pipe. 
However, it is silent toward teaching a two hollow member smokeless pipe system as 
claimed by applicant.
